The: Swing. of. the Pendulum 


The cnormous demand for products and goods of all kinds during the 
war, and the consequent rapid. rise in prices not only for such products 
and goods but for.all materials and labor entering into their production for 
use, created problems in finance and economics which taxed the best brains 
in all countries. Phenomenal increases ih prices of all commodities in- 
evitably forced increased wages paid to workers in ofder that they might 
beable to maintain themselves and their families... “And increased wages 
‘could have no other effect than to give still another boost to the costs of 
production, and, as'a natural result, another advance in prices. | Another 
call for an increase in wages followed, and so the world travelled in a Circle. 

With the conclusion of the war came a sudden cessation in demand 
for’ those articles which were required in enormous quantities during the 
struggle. Coupled with this cessation in demand, was the return of mil- 
lions of men from the armics back to civilian life and the necessity of ab- 
gocbing .them once again into the industrial and productive, work of the 
country, “Under the. conditions it did not take long to make good the 
shortage of goods in practically all lines which had been created during the 
war while the energies of all people were devoted to the making of war ma- 
terials and equipment. 

Now the world of finance and business and labor faces the problems ‘of 
decreased demand and falling prices.. Difficult as were the problems 
croated by tnprecedented demand, shortage of materials » and labor, and 
steadily rising prices, they were simple compared to the difficulties now con- 
fronting everybody because of decreased demand, and consequent unem- 
ployment, resulting in a lessened buying power-by-the public and an_inevit- 
able fall in prices of commodities... Yet this new and much more difficult 
problem must be faced’ and solved, and all classes must contribute their fair 
share to the solution. 

The chief present difficulty seems to. lie in the fact that the working- 
man remains insistent that the high scale of wages reached during the war 
period of inflation shall be maintained. Those high wages were the outcome 
of unusual conditions, and any intelfigent and observant person. must real- 
ize. that with the passing of those exceptional conditions, wages, like every- 
thing else, must returfi to a normal level. 

In order to’stimulate buying on-the-part-of people generally, there must 
be a decrease in prices: If there is not such a drop in prices,. and, as a 
consequence, increased buying, there must inevitably bea curtailment. in 
production. A dropping off in industrial production means unemployment 
for the workers, not merely at prevailin® high wages but at any wages at 
all. Any increase in the nitmber of the unemployed means a further low- 
ering of the buying power of the people, and a still further increase in un- 
employment, or a substantial reduction in the hours of employment—factor- 
ies running half-time ‘instead of full time. In othér words, the world is in 
danger of again travelling in an economic citcle, even’ more vicious and 
containing greater possibilities of disaster than the one travelled during the 
war years. © 

The unfortunate fact is that, to an appalling extent, people today are 
being guided in their actions by untried theories instead of by the actual 
experience of the past..-Workers everywhere seem to be demanding the 
settlement of present problms in conomics on a basis which-totally disre- 
gards fundamental principles which underlie all business and finance, Dur- 
ing the war the pendulum swung to the extreme limit one way, and every- 
body had to swing with it; it must swing to the dther extreme before an 
equilibrium is reached, and once again everybody is affected. Not by the 
efforts on any one class alone, but only through the i cairo efforts and ¢ co- 
operation of all can a normal level be sticcessfully réached.— Sghin 

One of the fallacies, which, however, finds ready ncdepiauce in some 
quarters, is that any given industry can fix its own prices, hours. of tabor, 
scale of wages, etc., without having regard to other lines of industry. For 
example, that railway executives and railway employees can get together 
and decide upon hours of labor and scale of wages, and by setting these 
forth in a agreement ratified and signed by both parties, settle the problem 
so far as they are concerned. But not so. If as the result. of the 
schedules agreed upon an. undue burden is placed’ on other lines of commer- 
cial activity and the public as a whole, then there will be such a falling off 
in business that the railway companiés will be sufferers ‘and the necessity 
be enforced upon them of laying off countless numbers of their employees. |, 
It would be merely a modern application of the old fable of killing the 
goose that laid the ‘golden egg. 

And what would be true in the case cited, would prove equally true in 
relation to any other industry. There are other aspects of this very com- 
plex problem, and it is important at this: time that people should not dwell 
too much on theories, but faee actnalities, fundaméntal principles, and the 
concrete facts-of the situation.

The Smallest Public Railway in the 
World is in England. 

Canadian visitors to England, on 
landing ‘at London or Southampton, 
‘are at once struck with the small size 
of British locomotives as compared 
with the mighty monsters in Caria- 
¢| dian railway operation, 

Their astonishment, not unmixed 
with amusement, is, however, soon 
supplmented by admiration for the 
excellent running made on the Eng- 
lish main lines, but if one’s itinerary 
takes him into the lakelands and high- 
lands of Cumberland, says Railway 
and Locomotive Engineering, he will 
there find an independent little line 
which is said to be “the smallest pub- 
lic railway in the world,” 

This line is known as the Eskdale 
Railway, and. is, seven and one-eight 
miles.in length.
